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OLD DAYS 
IN MEMORY 
NEXT SUNDAY 


The “old days” will live in pic- 
tures and memory when the Tu- 
lare County Historical society 
meets next Sunday at Mountain 
Home. 

Formal part of the meeting is 
set for 2:30 p.m., when several 
oldtimers of the area will recall 
early-day experiences, and a num- 
ber of pictures, taken between 
1885 and 1905 will be on display. 


Among pioneers who are ex- 
pected to attend the meeting are: 
Fred Wells, of Tulare and Spring- 
ville; Monroe Griggs, of Exeter; 
Jack Stansfield of Lindsay, and 
Jay G. Brown and Chester Doyle, 
of Porterville. 


Anyone who worked in the 
Mountain Home district, or who 
vacationed there when the resort 
was “booming” around the turn of 
the century are especially invited 
to attend the Sunday meeting; all 
interested persons; even though 
not members of the historical so- 
ciety, are also invited. 

One purpose of the meeting, ac- 
cording to Harold Schutt of Lind- 
say, past president of the histori- 
cal society who is in charge of the 
Sunday meeting, is to definitely 
establish, if possible, the location 
of places of historical interest in 
the vicinity. 

The Centennial stump is well 
known, but it is said there are 
three or four other stumps of trees 
that were used for exhibition pur- 
poses in the days when the giant 
redwoods were “unbelievable” to 
persons outside of the areas where 
the trees existed. 

And the Frazier mill, Coburn 
mill, Enterprise mill, Elster mill, 
and other mills that operated in 
the 80s, the 90s and early 1900s 
during the booming logging days 
need to be more closely pinpoint- 
ed, Mr. Schutt states. 

The ‘Hercules’ tree, in which 
a room was hollowed out by Jesse 
Hoskins about 1898, is still alive 
and thrifty and is one of curios- 
ities that can be seen in the area. 
And there is the ‘hollow tree” 
with its carved initials dating 
back into the 80s, that can still be 
seen at what is now Balch park, 
formerly Summer Home resort, 
started by J. J. Doyle in the 90s.

DISTRICT PLAN 
PROGRESSING 


A supplemental memorandum of 
understanding is expected to be 
signed within the next two weeks 
by the Federal Soil Conservation 
service to open the way for execu- 
tion of a program of soil and wa- 
ter conservation within the re- 
cently-formed Tule River Soil Con- 
servation district. 

A basic memorandum of under- 
standing has been completed with 
the United States department of 
agriculture, which provides the 
basis for the Tule River Conserva- 
tion district to enter into agree- 
ment to procure services offered 
by the state and federal conserva- 
tion’ service. 


After the final memorandum is 
completed, it is expected the dis- 
trict will be able to secure soil 
conservation service personnel to 
offer assistance in mapping a con- 
servation program within the Tule 
River Conservation district. 

Main objective of the Tule Riv- 
er district is to enter into the 
“566 program” that provides for 
construction of ‘‘upstream’”’ dams, 
with maximum storage capacity 
of 5,000 acre feet, as a means of 
water conservation. 

If a plan for this type of con- 
servation work is approved as part 
of the over-all district plan, it is 
uncertain as to when actual con- 
struction of dams could be start- 
ed, since at present only four 
projects of this type are author- 
ized by the federal service for 
California, and all four have been 
allotted to other districts.

Secretary Of Agri 
| Outlines Proposed Plans For 
| Wheat Growers In View Of Surplus 


: Following approval of marketing quotas for the 1956 wheat crop 

by a 77.5 per cent favorable vote in the June 25 referendum, Secretary 
' of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson stated that the U. S. department of 
agriculture will continue efforts to export wheat and flour to reduce 
record carryover wheat supplies. 


With an estimated carryover of 
more than a billion. bushels on 
July 1, added to the 1955 produc- 
tion, the secretary estimates 
_ enough wheat to meet domestic 
demands and exports for more 
than two years. 

In addition the secretary indi- 
cated that the department will 
continue its efforts to improve the 


reduce controls over production 
and utilization. To this end the 
secretary indicated five specific 
intentions: 

1. To undertake to place in ef- 
fect upon the 1956 crop appro- 
priate discounts in price supports 
for certain designated varieties of

This will be answered when the 
fish and game commission meets 
in Los Angeles on August 25 but 
the commission determinations 
will have to be ratified by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
in Washington, D.C. However, it 
would be a rare occasion that ah 
exception would be taken as the 
wildlife service first notifies the 
state agencies of a certain frame 
work of dates from which they can 
select the season most suited. For 
instance in the case of doves, Cali- 
fornia could have selected 45 full 
days of a continuous or split sea- 
son within the framework of Sep- 
tember 1 to January 10. 

Big game hunters by the thou- 
sands will take to the hills for the 
opening of the coastal deer season 
this Saturday. 

As usual, the fire hazard is ex- 
treme and this may, limit the open- 
ing of some of the private lands. 
Each year more private land is 
leased for deer hunting clubs, sim- 
ilar to duck clubs. Fortunately 
for the California deer hunter 
however, we have thousands of 
acres of public land highly suit- 
able and well populated with deer. 

The bag limit is two. bucks, 
forked horn or better. . The Sierra 
or inland deer season will open | 
September 24. 

Black bear become legal game 
simultaneously with the deer sea- 
son but the bear season does not 
close until January 15.

About 500 pounds of commercial 
fertilizer is used per acre #— 10- 
10-10, 16-20 or 17-7-0. But in 
spite of heavy fertilization, melons 
can be grown only for three to 
four years on a given piece of 
ground.

generally supervising operations 
and handling work at the packing 
shed; his son Richard is in charge 
of field operations and his wife is 
in charge of the office at the pack- 
ing plant in Tipton. 

In commenting on the good and 
bad points of melon production in 
southeastern Tulare county, Rich- 
ard Merritt states that land and 
climate is ideal for production of 
quality melons, but that costs of 
production are higher than in some 
other melon-producing areas 
notably the Sacramento valley and 
other northern state areas where 
melons are “dry farmed’”’ through 
sub-irrigation and where it is not 
necessary to turn the vines, there- 
by eliminating considerable hand 
labor. 

One advantage of Tulare county 
production is that the melon sea- 
son comes on between other areas, 
following Arizona and the Blythe 
district, and being ahead of the 
northern districts — factors that 
make for a favorable market. 

About 20 men are employed on 
Merritt Farms throughout the 
year; peak seasonal labor demand 
in the farming operation reaches 
as Many as 150 persons.
